of that noble Prince of Orarge, who after the takingand 
ſacking of Rowe, was placed inthe roome of the Dukeof 


" Borben : yea his faithfulneſle and induſtry was ſowell ap« 
proued to the Prince, ( as often timesatore, ſoeſpecially) at 


the ſiege of Naples, what time it was allaulcedby Lorreching, 
as that afterward , when the Emperour Charles the fift of 
that name, (who then was at Rome to receive the Imperiall 


crowneand other ornaments of the Empire) did appoint 


the ſaid Prince with certaine forces, togoand beſiegzethe 


Citie, of Florence ; hethought it needfulltotakethe ſaid 


Calartonins with him, far, his wiſedome and graue counſell. 


From whence whenthat ſervice was ended, hebeing ſent

T that time Peter Martyr Vermilins a Florentine, was a 
| Apublik Preacher and Reader at Napler. Thisman was 
a Canon regular ( as they call them ) a man fincethen of 
great name, for his lingular knowledgein Chriſtian Reli- 
gion,his godly mannersand behaviours, and for his ſweet 
and copious teaching ; for he afterward caſting away his 
monkes coule, and renouncing the ſuperſtitions of Pope:

' and ſtrangely drove away the darkeneſleaud milts ofpo- 
ery. Galeacins was once content at Ceſerra his motion to 
edrawen to heare Petey CHartyrs Sermon;yetnotſo much 
for any defire he had tolearne , as moued and: tickled with 
a curious humour, to heare {q famous a man as then Mar- 
tr wasaccounted. Atthattime Perer CHartr was in hand 
with Pas; firſt Epiltle-to thie Cormbranand as he was the - 
wing theweakenelle and deceitfulnes of the iudgement of 
mans reaſon in ſpirituall things, aslikewiſc the power and 
efficacy of the word of Ged, in thoſe men in whom the 
Lord worketh by his ſpirit 3 amongſt other things he vied _ hk 
this {iwilie or compariſon : It a man walking in alarge l 
place, ſcea farre off men and women dancing together, y 
and heare no ſound of in{trument,he wiliudge them mad, 
or atleaſt fooliſhy butifhe come neererthem, and perceive 
their order and heare their muſicke, and marke their mea» 
ſures and their courſes, he will then be of another minde, 
and not onely take delightin ſeeing them, butteele adefire 
in himſelf to beare them company and dance withthem.E- 
uen the ſame(ſaid Martyr)betides many men,who whe they

Y this and other holy meanes Gaſeacine was confirmed 
in the doarine of the truth , and /went forward con» 
ſtantly in the courſe of Gods calling, and the way of gadli» 
nes.But the more couragioully he wenton,the morefterce- 
ly the diuell.ragcd againſt him by his temptations 3 cnde- 
uouring thereby tohinder him in that happy courſe: yea 
and if 1t were poſ$1bleto'driue him backe againe, which 0 
courſe he commonly takes againſt thoſe , who have pro- 
pounded to themiclues/to-tame the rebellion of; the ileſh, 
and to relinquiſh the vanities of the world. And firſt of 
all, this zealous courſe of his in Religion procured ham an 
infinit number ofmockes, and made him ſubie& to moſt 
vileſlandersz yea made him-incurre the hatred of a great 
number,buteſpecially did he hereindiſpleaſe & vex his fa - 
ther,as one that was notonly ot a contrary religion, but one 
| db” who. . 
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who onely intended the honour of his houſe, and thead- 
vancing of his poſterity, whichinrefſpett of Religion Ga/e- 
«cis; cared nottor atall : and therefore he did often ſharpe- 
ly chide him,and charged him with bis fatherly authoritie, 
to putaway thoſe melancholy conceits ( as |hee termed 
them.) No doubt but this was moſt grieuous to him , who 


' alwaies was moſtſubmiſle and obedient to his father. But 


another griefe did more inwardly affli& him,which was in 
reſpect of his wife /iftoria. Who though ſhe was alwaics 


amoſt kind and dutifull wife, as alſo very wiſe, yet ſhee 


would by no meanes yeelde' to this motion and changeof 


Religion; becauſe ſhe thoughtand feared it would breed 
infamy and reproch,to her ſeifand her houſezand therfore 
was continually working on him by all meancsand devices 
ſhe could : labouring tv mooue him by teares and com- 

laints, and by all kinds of-intreaty that a wife could vſeto 

er husband : and withall ſometimes vrging him with ſuch 
vaine and fond reaſons as commonly women of that Relt- 
gion are furniſhed withall. What a vexation this was.and 
what an impediment. to his connerſion , ſuch may judge 
ealily, who arecumbred with husbands or wives ofa con- 
trary Religion. And no little griefe and tevpration was 
itto him, beſides all theſe, 'thatthe moſtpart of the noble 
men in and about Naples ( being either of his blood,or kin- 
red, or his fawiliar friends ) vied'continually to reſort vnto 


him,to follow their old and ordinary ſports and pleaſures, 


Alas how hard a thing wasit to ſhake off all theſe on a ſud- 
den, andtotakevpon him a dire& contrary courſe of lite 
to'thathe had ledde with them afore ; which he muſt needs 
doe if hewould: goe on as he had begun? And further, it 
wasnolittle vexation to his ſouleto live in the Court, when 
his office and place called him thereunto : for there hee 
might heare of any thing rather then of Religion : and not 
a word by any meanes of Gods word, buttalke enough of 


common and worldly preferments andpleaſures, and de- 
nifing of meanes for the moſt cruell handling and diſpatch- 
ing out oftheway all ſuch as ſhould depart fromthe Ro- 
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- miſhfaith. Any Chriſtian heart may eaſily conceive how 
dcepely thoſe CO and hinderances vexed his righ» 
teous ſoule in this his courſe towards God : inſomuch as a 
thouſand to one, they had turned him backe againezand +» 
doubtleſlecthey had done ſo indeed, had not God alliſted 
him with ſpeciall grace. +", Wh Þ

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Mow he eſcaped the ſnares of the cArrian <Anabaptiſts, 
and'after of the Waldeſtans : and of his reſolution to 


leaue his countrey hono urs,and linings,to 


enzoy the liberty of Gods Religion. 


Vtaboue all theſe, Satan had one aſſault ſtrongeſt of 
all, whereby he attempted to ſeducehim from the true 
and ſincere Religion of God, About thattime the Realme 
of Naples was ſore peſtred with Arrians and Anabaptiſts : 
who daily broched their hereſies amongſt the common 
305 pyem z them over with glorions ſhewes. Theſe 
cllowes perceiving Ga/eacins not tully ſetledas yetin Re- 
ligion,nor yet ſufficiently grouded in the ſcripture, tricd al 
meanes they could to intangle him in their errours and 
blaſphemous fancies : wherein the mightie worke of God 
was admirable towards him:for he being a youth,a gentle. 
man,but a meane {cholar,and little ſtudied, and butlately 
entred into the ſchoole of Chriſtian Religion; who would 
hate thought that euer hecould haue reliſled andeſcaped 
the (nates of thole heretikes; many of them being greatand 
rounded {cholars,and throughly ſtudied in the Scripture? 
NomithGanding , by the ſincerefimplicity and plainneſle 
of Gods truth, and the inſpiration of the holy Ghoſt , hee 
notonely deſcried the fondneſle of their herclies, but euen 
vntied the knots, and braketheir nets, and delivered hime / 
 ſelfe,and mightily confuted them : yea ſuch was the work- 
ing of God, as being ſometime in their meetings, hee was 


E _ ſtrongly 
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ſtrongly confirmed in the doRtrine of thetruthby ſeeing 


and hearing.them. Thus by Gods mercic be eſcaped and 


was conquerourin this fight. 
Butthe diuell had not{o done with him,for another and 
more dangerous battell preſently followed. The Wal- 
defians, of whom wee {pake before, were atthattime in 
Naples in good number. With them did Galeacins daily con- 
uerſe,their courſes of life and ſtudy being not farre vnlike. 
Theſe diſciples of Waldefus knew as yetno morein Religi- 
on but the point of Luſtification;andmitliked and eſchew- | 
ed ſome abuſes in Popery; and neuertheleſle (till frequen+ 
ted Popith Churches} heard Maſles, and were preſentor- | 
dinarily at vile Idolatries. Galeacizs for a time conuerſed 
with theſe men, and followed their way : which courſe 


| doubtleſle would haue | gram him , as it dida great fort of 


themz who afterwards being taken and'commtted for the 


' rruth, wereeaſily brought to recant their Religion, becauſe 


they wanted the chiefe andthe moſt excellent points, nor 
were ſufficiently ſetled : and yet afterwards againe, not 
daring to forſake their holdin Iullification and therefore 
comming to itagaine, were taken as relapſers and backſli- 


_ ders,and put to extreametorments and cruell death. In 


the like danger had Geleacins beene, butthatthe good'pro- 
uidenceof God otherwiſe diſpoſed, and better prouided 
for him : for his officeand place that he bare in the Empc- 
rours Court, called him into Germany, and fo withdrew 


. him from his companions the Waldeſians : for the Lord 


hada greater wovke to worke in him then the Waldeſians 


| wereable to teach him : for there in Germany heelearned 


(that he never knew afore) that the knowledge of the truth 
of Iuſtification was not ſufhcient for ſaluation 3 whilſtin 
the meanetime a man wittingly defiled humſelfe with Ido- 
latry,which the Scripture cals ſpirituallwhordome: and. of 
nomandid hereape more ſound and comfortableinſtruti- 
on then of Peter Martyr,of whom we ſpake afore , whom 
God hadlately called out of #«/y,and confirmed him in the 
truth, This CAaryr inſtrufted Ga/eacins ſoundly , inthe

_ andland, wife, and'childe , and ſo etery way threatened a 
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way ofthe truth, and madeit plaine vntohim, by private = -# 
conferences as well as publicke reading : for he was at that = 
time publick profeſlor of dininity at Stransbrangh in Germa- 
». Gaeacins furniſhed with thoſe holy inſtructions, retur- ' 
ned to Napſes, and preſently reſorting to his companions, _ x 
the Waldeſians, among(t other points, conferred with | 
them about the eſchewrng of Idolatry , and delirfered his 
wdgementtherein, . Butthey notinduring ſcarce to heare 
t,preſently torſooke him, for they would by no meanes en- 
 tertaine that doQtrine, which they knew was ſire to bring 
vpon them aftli tions, perſecutions, loſle of goods and ho- 
nours, or elſe would cauſe themto forſake country, houſe, 


miſerableeſtateto the profeſſors thereof., Now this their 
forſaking of him, and telling him of the danger of this pro-. 
feſs1on,was another (trong temptation to keepe him wrap- 
ped in their Idolatry, and to make him content himſelfe - 
with theirimpetfe& and peeced Religion. But GOD 
which had in his etcrnall ele&tion predeſtinate him, that he 
ſhould be a fingular example of conſtancy to the edificati- 
on of many, and the confuſion and condemnation of luke- 
warme profeſlors; gaue him that excellent reſolution, and 
that heauenly courage, az he eſcaped atlaſt conquerour 0+ 
verall thoſe temptations and aſlauits of Satanzand nothing | 
could ſuffice or content him but the urs Religion,andallo  . 
the profeſſionofit : and therefore ſeeing no hope of refor- 

mation in Naples , norany hope to have the Waldeſians Id 
joyne with him, and fecing plainely that he could not ferue 
Godinthat countrey z he reſolued yndoubredly that hee 

would forſakethe countrey , and ſeeke for Chriſt and his 

Religion whereſoever hee might find themy and thathee 

would rather forſake father, wife, children , goods and 


 lands,offices and preferments to wine Chrilt, then to en» [ 
_ oythemall and want Chriſt Ieſus, | 
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Of the grienous codebets buwixt the fleſh and the ſpirit, 
when he rcſolued of his departure. 


Ow heree by the way it may notbe omitted , what 
kind of cogitationshe hath often ſaid came into his 


mind, as he was deliberatin rs this ercat matter. For 


firſt of all,as often as he looked on his father,whichhe did © 
almoſteuery houre, who decrely lotied him,and whom a- 

aine he reſpeRed in all duety and reuerence : ſooften 
doubdeſle he was ſtriken at the heart with vnſpeakeable 


eriefetothinke of his departure his mind no doubtotten 


thinking thus : What, and muſt I ncedes forſakemy deere 
and louing fathr, and cannot Ielſe hate God my Father ? 
O miſerable and vnhappy father of my body , which muſt 
ſtand in-compariſon with the Father of my ſoule ! And 
muſt I needes faile in duety to him, if ] performe my duety 
to God? Omiſerable old man | for what deeper wound 
can pierce him, then thus to bedepriued of the onely {tate 
and comfort of his old age ! Alas ſhall I thus leaue himin 


ſach a ſea of troubles 3 and ſhall I bee the onely meanes to 


firikeinto his heartthe deepeſt wound of griefe that yet e- 
uer pierced him in all hislife > This my departure is ſure ta 
make my felte the otloquy of the world : yea to breede 
1 and ſhame tothe Marqueſle my father,and to my 
whole {tocke and kinred. * is it poſsible that the 
good old man can overcome or indure fo great a griefe, but 
ratherhemuſt needs be ſwallowed vp ofit, & ſo with woe 
and miſery end his life ? Shall 1then be the cauſe of death 
tomy father, who wouldif neede had beeneredeemed m 

life with his owne death ? alas what a wiſery is this like to 
beeitherto me,or him,or vs both? yetmuſt Icare leſle for 
bringing his gray head with ſorrow vnto the graue,then for 

caſting my*owne poore ſoule with horror into hell; And 


noleſlc inwardly was he grieued jareſpet ofhis noble wife 
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V'ioria: torhaning no hopethat ſhe would renounce Po- NY 
pery,and go with him, therefore hedurſt not make known 
vnto her the purpote of his departure; but rather reſolued þ 


for Chriſts ſake to leaue herand all, and.to follow Chriſt, 
Shee was now as he was himſelfe in the prime of youth,a _ 
Lady of greatbirth, faire, wiſeand modeſt; but her loue 
and loyalty to her husband ſurpailed all, How was it 
poſsible patiently to leaue ſuch a wiſe, ſo that his perplexed - 
mind difcourſed on this faſhion when he lookt on her: And 
ſhall I ſo,yea ſo ſuddenly,and fo vnkindly leaue and forſake 
' my wife, my molt deere and louing wife, the onely joy of 
my heart in this world,my companion'and partner in all 
my griefc and labourzthe augmenter of my ioy, the leflener 
of iny woe? And hal I leave her,not for a time, (as hertofore 
Idid when theEmperors ſeruicecalled me from her)but for 
euer,neveragaine to enioy her ::yca it may be neverto ſee 
her? And ſhall I deprive my ſe]feot her, & thereby deprive 
my ſclf ofal others alſo, & of al the comtortof the conivgall 
life & married eſtate? And ſhal I ſo leaue her deſolate & as» 
lone in that eſtate & age whereof the 15? Alas poore Lady, 
what ſhal ſhe doe, what ſhal become of her, and of herlitle 
ones when I am gone 2 How many doletull dayes without 
comfort, many waking nights without {[eep, ſhal ſhe paſle | 
ouer? What wilſhe do but weep & waile, & pine away with _ | 
grief? And as hecaſt theſe things 1 his mind, he thought he 
euen ſawhis wife, how ſhe tooke on with herſelf, ſighing & 
ſobbing and weeping 3 yea howling & crying, & running 
after him with theſe pititull out-cries : Ah my deereLord, 
and {weete husband 3 whither will you goe 2 and will you 
leaveme miſerable woman , comfortlefle and ſuccourleſle? 
What ſhal becomeof me when you are gone: what can ho- 
nors,pompe3zriches,gold,liluer, iewels, friends, company, 
all delights and plcaſures in the earth; what canthey alldo n 
to my comfort whenIwantyou? And what ioy can L 
haue inmy children withoat you, but rather my grietcto | 
be doubled tolooke onthem? And how canI or theworld | 
beperſwaded that you care for them, and for my ſcife? Is ſa 
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' | - Yet there was a third and ſpeciall care that pinched 
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this thelove that thou haſt ſo often boaſted of 2 Ah, miſe» 
rableloue which hath this iflueteither neuer didſt thou loue 
me, elſe neuer had true love ſo ſtrange an end as this of 
yours hath. And yet which is worſe then all this, you neuer 


 ſhewedme cauſe of this your ſtrange departue 5 had 
. Knowen cauſe , it would neuer haue gricucd mec halfe ſo 


much : But now that the cauſe is not knowen , what will the 
world wdge,but that the fault is ia me? atleaſt, if they can- 
notcondemnenme for it; yethow reprochfull will it be to 
me,when cuen cuery baſe companion darelay itin my diſh, 
and pointatmewith their fingers when I go by ,and ſay, 
this1s that fond woman, who married him with whom ſhe 
could notlive , and whom her husband diſdained to live 
withall? This is that ſimple foole, who is deſolate having 


a husbandy and a widow, her husband yet beeing aliue. 


Either ſhall Ibe counted wicked , which haue cauſed thee 
toleque mezor fooliſh, miſerable,and vahappy, who choſe 
ſo fondly,as totake him, whom I could not be ſureofwhen 
I had him. Ina word, I ſhall bedeprived of thee : yea of all 
25 moo of hauing any other, and ſo having a husband, 
I ſhal live in al miſery altogether without a husband. Theſe 
twocogitations of his father and his wife greatly tormene 
ted him,and themore becauſe hee laboured to keepe cloſe 
this fire, which burned and boiled in hisheart: _— to 
conceale his departure,leſt by being knowne it mighthaue 

beene hindred;which he would not for a world.

heht and plcafurein them , his minde could not but dif. 
courſe on thismanner : And (hall I within theſe few daies 
vtterly forſaketheſe {weeteoabes, and leaue them to the 
wideand wicked world , as though they had never beene 
my children nor Ftheir father? Yea happy had 1 binif I had 
either ncuer had them, or hauing them might enioy them. 
To be a fatheris a comfort, buta father of no children,and. 
yet to have children; thatis a mifery. And you poore Or- 
hans, what ſhal become of you whe Fam gone?your hap is 
hard even to be fatherleſle, your father yetliuing : and 14 
can your greatbirth now helpe you 2 for by my departure 
ou ſhall loſe all your honour, all your huingand wealth, 
and all dignity whatſoeuerz. which otherwiſe you had bin 
ſureof : nay my departure ſhall not onely depriue you of al 
this,butlay you open to all;infamy,reproch, and ſlander, 
and bring vpon youall kind of miſery : and thus miſerable | 
man that I am, thall the time be curſed that euer they had HY 
me to their father. And what can your wotfull mother doe DIVES. 
when ſhelooketh on you, but weepe and wring her hands, - 
hergriefe (tillincreafing as ſhe lookes vpon you? Yet thus 
wo, I leaue you al confounded together in heaps of griefe, 
weeping and wailing one with another, and I inthe meane 
time weeping ar.d wailing for you all; Many other grietcs, - by 
temptations, and hinderances allaulted/him , though they l/ 
were not ſa weighty astheſe formerly named , verwhich f 
might hauebeencable to. haue hindred any mans depars:

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hope ofrecovery for euer : to change his former pleaſant 
life into all hardneſle, and to piue a farewel to al the delica- 
cies of /taly, wherein he was brought vppez to Icavethat 
goocly garden of his father the Mas uefles, which once 
ould be bis owne ; the goodlieſt Nrden almoſt inall zag 
or all Criſtendome yz which was furniſhed with plants of all 
ſorts; and theſe not onely of all ſuch as grow in /taf, but c- 
ven ſuch as wereto be gotout of all other countries : this 
earden and Orchard was ſo exquilite both this way,and in 
diuers other ſorts of clegancies, that a great number of men 
of all qualities reſorted daily out of all countries to ſee it. 
Butthis and all other the pleaſures and delicacies of this 
091 2 could doe nothing with'him to remooue him 
rom his purpoſe; but herenounced them all,and reſolued 
toleaue them all to follow Chriſt : ſo ſtrong and admirable 


was the conſtancy ofthis noble Gentleman,

BY* itmay be asked, whereupon was grounded ſo great 
 vnmoucableneſle of this purpole, or whence came it? 
If we aske the world and common indgement, they will 
anſwere,that doubtleſle melancholike humours preuailing 
in him, ſpoiled the manot his 1ndgement and naturall at- 
feftions, and empaired common ſenſe and reaſon; and 
thence proceeded this obſtinate and deſperate purpoſe, as 
theworld indgeth of it. Bur.if a man lift vp his eyes 
higher and belold the matter more ſeriouſly, he might 


havemanifeltly ſeenc that it came to paſſe by the mercifull 


bleſsing and ſtrong hand of God, who from al eternity had 


 predeſtinate him , that hee ſhould ſtand ſo vnmoueable a-

Satan, and remoued allthe ſtumbling blockes which his 
fleſhand blood and carnall reaſon could caſt in the way 3 
| for thewhich purpoſe the ſpiritof God enabled him to rea- 
ſon with himfelfe on this fort : Thou Lord art hee who 
drew and delivered(t me outof the thick and miſty darknes 
of ignorance, and haſtenlizhtned my mind with the light

Andas for Ga/eacins, hee had builded his 
houſe on the rocke,and foundedit fo fure,that no wind, no 
raine, nay no floodsof griefes,nor tempeſts of troubles,nor 
whirlewind of temptations could once remouc him: and ſo- 
he continued reſolute as a Chriſtian ſouldter & conquerorz 
fully minded toleaue his country at the next opportunity

ther way but betwixtioy and griefe he ſtill continued his

;\X 7 Hereupon making knowen his mind butto a few, 
V & thoſe his moſt familiar friends, and of whom he 
hoped wel for religionzhe wrought vpon them ſo far,as that 
they promiſed and vowed that they would accompany 
him in this voluntary & Chriſtian banithment, that ſo they 
mighenioy the true [1berty and peace of conſcience inthe 
true Church of God. But how deepe and vnſearchable the 
judgements of God are, the cuent afterward ſhewed : for 
divers of them(though not all) who for a time ſeemed to be 
indved and led with a moſt carneſt zeale of Gods glorie in 
this ation z when they cametothe borders of ral, & con- 
ſidered what they forſooke, and to what they now tooke 
themſelues : firſt began to looke backe againeto /ratatter- 
wards went backe againe indeed, and o turned azaineto 


the vomit of their pleaſures. But this ingratitude to the Lord 


for ſo great a fauour offred them, the Lord purſued with a 
uſt revenge : for purpoling to ſerue God in theirpleaſures, 
and in the mid(t of Hopery were after taken by the 
Spaniſh Inquiſition; and ſo publikely recanting and abiu- 
ring Chriſtian Religion, they were afterward ſubject to all 
ne! ts & infarny 3 neither truſted nor loued of the one (ide 


| nor the other. This fearful delertis & backſl:ding of theirs, 
_ doubtleſſe was moſt grieuous to Galeacins3:& verily thedi- 


uel hoped hereby yet once again to have diuerted him from 
his intended courſc,in making him be forſaken of thoſe by 


\ whoſecompany and ſociety he hoped to have been greatly 


comforted in this diſcomfortable voyage, But notwith» 
ſtanding al this,Galeariws continued reſolute in his purpoſe, 
and atla(t finding opportunity, attempted his departure, 
and made fitforitz yet made no ſhew of any ſuch wattery 
butrather coloured and concealed his iptent, lelt the an- 
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thoritie of his father might any| wayes hinder his fo 
godly a purpoſe : and fo gathering together ſome 
thouſand markes of his mothers goods which ſhe had left 
him : on the one and twenticth of March,155 1. in theyere 
ofhisage the fourc and thirtieth, he departed from Naples 
in manner as he was wont todoeafore, making it knowne 
that he purpoſed to go into Germany tothe Emperour z who 
atthatameheld his court at efAw/Frrge 3 and thither indeed 
he went accordingly , and ſtayed ſeruing m his place and 
office tilltheſixe and twentieth of May 1nthe ſame yeare: 
Vpon which dayileauing the court and the Emperovrs ſer- 
vice, & his honorable office which therehe bearez & taking 
hislaſt and cuerlaſting, farewel at the court,and all worldly 
delights, ( and yet departing in ordinary ſort as afore, and 
in purpoſe to goe intothe Low countries,as ſome thought) 
he tooke his 10urney ſtraight towad Genene, and thither 
cameby Gods good hand the eight of Iune,and therereſted 
his weary body, and repoſed his much more wearied con» 
ſcience, with afull toytull heart: yea with the greateſt io 

that eucr came to himan all his life, but onely atthe time of 


lis conucrhon.

and eſpecially his acquaintance and friendſhip

TÞ the city ofCevena(though there was aChurch of 7ralians 
.wholikewiſc were come thither for the Goſpell)yet hee

one of his familiar acquaintance when they wereat home, 
and now was preacher of Gods word to the Church and 
Congregations of the /ta/anr,who were then at Gevene.

made knowen in the Emperours Court : it would ſcarce be 


belceved or thought, how ſtrangely itaffeed & moucd al 
that heard it. All men wondred atit, and the moſt could 
not be perſwaded it was fo; but when it was certainely 
knowen and outof doubt, itwas ſtrange tofee, how cuery. 

man gaue his verditof the matter : ſomc one way, ſonie an 
other,as the courſe of men in ſuch caſesis. [Butabouecall, 
& fo abaſhed and aſtoniſhed his ownefrieads and familie, 
that nothing was heard or fecne among(it them , but cries 


andlamentations,moſt bitter teares and pitiful complaints.

| that hedvrit notdeale with this gentleman his deareſt co- 


fin, nonor with his wife, to perſwade them to haue gone 
with him. The gentleman oY to Genena inquired at- 
ter Galeacins, At that time Galeacyrs dwelt in an ordinary & 
meane houſe which he had taken to his owne vſe, having 
no more attendance, but onely two ſeruants : the geritle- 


man at laſt found himout, and preſented himſelfe into his 


ſight : It had bin a pitiful fpeacle to haue ſeene the mee» 
ting of thoſe two gentlemen: their firſtmeeting and imbra- 
cings were nothing atall , butſighes and ſobs, and teares, 
and vnutterable ſignes of griete : ſuch vnſpeakeable ſorow 
did their naturall affections breed.in them, that for diuers 
houres they could not ſpeake a word one to other : butat 
laſt the gentleman, burning in defire to inioy againe his 
deareſt Gafeacins, braſt forth into ſpeeches, & mixang teares 
and ſobs with every worde, delivered hisletters, till hee 
could come to more liberty of ſpeech: and atlaſt having 
obtained of his affeftionsleaue toſpeake , he added to his 
letters , exhortations, ſtrong perſwaſions, earneſt entrea- 


ties, and withall plentie of reares , that he would haue re(- 


pect to the overthrow of his houſe , hal. pr of his olde fa- 
ther, the deſperate eſtate of his wifeand children, the con« 
tinual complaints made by all his friends and kinsfolks: all 
which notwithſtanding were not ſo paſt cure, butthat yet 
they mightberemedied by his returne again.

AT thus atlaft he came home to Vaples with heave | 
cheare. Whoſe approch being hard of, there was run- | 

ning onall ſides to heare good newes: but when he had de- 
livered his meflage alas how all their forrow was redoub- 
led vpon them; and how his father, wife,children,and al his 
friends were overwhelmed with griefe :\and the rather, be-. 
cauſeas at the ſame time an edit was publiſhed, wherein 
| Gatracintrwas proclaimed guilty of high treafon:and there. 
fore al his goods comming to him by Fl mother, were con» 
fiſcate,and himſelfe,and all his poſterity vtterly cut off and 
excluded from all right of ſucceſſion in his fathers Mar- 
ueſdome; which thing ( aboveall other ) gricuouſly af- 
Red the old Marqueſle, and grieued the good old man 
at the very heart; the aduancing and honouring of his po-. 
ſeriry being the onely thing hee had aimedat all his life. 
Whereupan hee bethought himſelfe as old as hewas to * 
makeaiourney to Ceſar the Emperour, and thereby if it 
were poſlible to prevent this miſchiefez purpoling tomake 
but thisſute to his Mateſty, that his fonnes departure from 
the RomanChurch,mightnot preiudicenorhinderthe ſuc» 
ceſſion and honour of his children and poſterity , but that 
T_ might onely bearethe Cont of his owne

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of the ſecond ments vſed to recall him : his father ſent for 
him to come and meete him at Verona,but all he could 
doe by himfelfe or athers whom he ſet on, 


prenailed nothing at all,

A) D whilſt he was reſolving of this purpoſe , hce 
bethought him of another remedy and meanes, 
whereby he hoped to remoue his ſons mind from his pur- 
poſe, and withdraw him from the c__ of theſc here 
tikes of Genexa , as hee and the world accounted of them. 
Thereforein haſt hediſpatched away a meſlenger withlet- 
ters to his ſonne, commanding him by the authority ofa fa- 
ther to meete him ata certaine day appointed at the citic of. 
Verona inthe Dominion of the Venetians z at which towne 
he promiſed to ſtay for him, as he went towards Germany to 
the Emperour : and for his ſonnes more ſecuritie, he ptocu- 
redaſate condu& fromthe Duke and Signory of Yenices 
that his fonne might goe and come without danger'of life 
orliberty. Galeactsreceiuing the letters;and being reſol- 
ved by his owne conſcience, and them to whom he 1mpar- 
ted the matter, that hee might not any way with good 


_ conſcience diſobey ſo reaſonable a requeſt and lawtull a 


commandement of his father;anſwered that he would goe3 
although he fearcd that by this meeting , and talke of his 
father and him, his fathers mir:de would but be more ve- 
hemently exaſperate againſt him : for he firmely reſolued = 
aforche went , that all the threatnings, intreaties,counſels, 
and teniptations that his father could deuiſe , ſhould not 
ſtirre him one inch from that courſe of Religion , whereby 
he had begun to {ſerue the Lord, With this purpoſe he dee 
200g Genena, Aprilia 19.1553. furniſhed with heavenly 
ortitude,aſſilted with the pee of the Church,and armed 


with conſtancy,and with the ſword of Gods word ; wheres» 


by he hoped to ſuſtainc and beat backe all the darts of 
| temptations 
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temptations whereby hee knew hee ſhould be aſſaulted. | 
Comming to Yeroxa, there he found the Marqueſle his fa- | 
father,who receined and vſed him kindly,though he could | 
not but manifeſt in his countenance the inward angerand 
griefe ofhis heart. After a few ſalutations, the father began 
with all his cunning to deale with him about his returne 
home againe,laying open to theful that perpetuall infamy, 
which was ſurcto fall on his houſe and polterity , vnlefl 
that Ga/eracins did prevent ſo great a miſchiefe : which(faith 
he)thoueafily maieſt doe,and of rightoughteſt todoe: and | 
Iknow thou wilt doe. iftherebe in thee but one ſparke of 
naturall affeion to father, wife,or children. Ca/cacins the 
ſonne with ſuchxeuerence as was due to his father , anſwe- 
red with all (ubtmion , that his bodie and eſtate is hisfa- 
thers, but his confenceis the Lords : and tels him he can 
by no meanesreturne home, but he ſhould makeſhipwrack 
of a good conſcience: he proucsitto hum by good reaſons, | 
and ſuch as his father could notreliſt ; and therefore hume | 
blicintreats his father,that ſeeing his deſire is onely to obey 
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the Lord,and ſaue his ſoule; that therefore he would not 


vrge him to reſpe& more the good eſtate of his children, 


' then the glory of God, and his owne ſoules health. The

ſonne from his reſolution, which heiudged to be nothing. 
but a Ry ſtubbornneſle againſt the Catholike Relig» 
on,as he thought : and therefore with griefe ofminde cea-.

to the Emperour ; ſtrialy enioyning him that he ſhould. 
not returne to Genera, butabidein 7ra/ till he had obtained | 
his ſute at the Emperours hand, and was returned out of 
Germany; which thing Ga/eacinspromiſed and performed: 
forhe abode in /ra/y vntill Auguſt; at what time hehad 
notice that his father had prevailed in his ſute bfore the Em-.

Hus Ga/eacins hearin g of his fathers ſucceſle, returned 
 withaioyfull heart towards Genena; for that he ſaw 


his father delivered fromthe feareot that infamy, which the 
confiſcation of his goods, and forfeiture of his lands, 
might hane brought vpon his family : and therefore he ho- 


ped hewould bethe leſle moved againft him. Whercup- 
[16 ſethng himſelfe downe againcat Genera, and deuiling 
how toſpend'histime in doing good; he began to conſider 
frioully of fetling the diſcipline in the Church of the /tali- 
en,which was then atGerexa(forthither had agreat number 


of Italian; tranſported themielues and theirfamilies for Re- 
 ligions ſake, flying the wan of the vaboly inquiſttion.) 
And abavt that time it tell out hitly that Calume going Em- 
| baſladour from Gerews to Baill 1n cauſes of Religion and 0» 
_-thermaiters; intreated Gateacius to bearc him company : 
- Whercunto he willingly condeſcended. At Bab/lhetound

of that great Calsin,and al thoſe, with the liberty of a good 


The god ;cntleman yeelued,and ſo they com- 
ming to Genexa by their induſtry and good meanes (toge- 
ther withehe lielpe and direQtion of Ca/winin all things)that 
forme of diſciple was eltabliihed 1mm the /tralian Church, 


which at this day ſtandeth & floriſheth in the ſame church, | 


& remaineth recorded ina book for that purpoſe; & Maxi- 
milianthe Earle, of whom weſpake atore,was the firſt Pa. 
Norele& of that church, & vadertooke the charge, purely 


to expound ihe word of God , and to adminiſter the Sa- 


craiments that Chuilt left behiade him, and to watch ouer 
that flocke and people; certaine Elders were 10yned as af- 
ſiſtants tro lum, ro whom was committed the care of the 
Church, tolooke to the puritic of doctrine and life in all 
eſtates; the princpall of the Elders was Galeacins himiſclte, 
vnto whom the honour 1s due of bringing to palle ſo wore 
thy an enterpriſe, and the rather for that by his authority, 
diligence and watchful care, he preſerued the ſamein good 
and ſure eſtate all his life eumcy and afterhimit hath conti- 
nucd, being detiued to others, to the great good and 
profitof many ſaules.

Ext ſucceeded inorderthe yere 155 5. wherein Satan 
allaured him with new ſtratagems and deuices: for

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that yere his vncle which was Pavus quaritus, his mothers 
brother, attained the feate ofthe Papacy of Rome, whereby 


' the Marqueſle his father conceived good hope , by this 


meanes either to draw his ſonne home againe, orat lealt 
to procure himliberty of conſcience, and leaue to live in 
ſome Citie of /taf , where he might inioy the ſociety of his 
wife and children, and they ot him. Whereupon hauing 
occaſion of buſtneſle to trauel that way , hee fentlettersto 
his ſonne to Genexa , commaunding him to: meete him 
at Hanna in taly, and for his eaſter diſpatch hee ſent 
him proviſion of money for the iourney., Ga/eacins obcy- 
ingagame his fathers will, rooke his tourney from Gene- 
wa, and came to Marntzathe fifteenth of Iunc , where hee 
was entertayned by his father with more then ordinaric 
kindoeſle, and in more loving manerthen heretofore was 
accuſtomed. Andat laſt hee opened hisminde vntohim, 
the ſubſtance and effet whereof was : that hee had obe 
tained of his vncle,who now was Pope . a diſpenſation for 
him; whereby liberty was granted him, toliue in any City 
within the iuriſdition of the Venetians, whereſocyer he 
would without any molcſtation to be offred him , about his 
Religion or conſcience. 'His father tels him that if he doe 
this, this will bee a greater ſolace to his olde age, then 
his departure and abſence hath beene griefe vato him : 


| belides allthis, the good old man moſt earneltly intreated 


him ( though hee was thefather and ſpake to the ſonne) - 
that hee would gratific him in this his requeſt : and ad- 
ded many beſeechings, who in any lawfullthing might 
by his authoritic have commanded him : and euery word 
that he ſpake was ſo ſeaſoned , as comming from theaf- 
feftion of a father; and at laſt with many [trong reaſons 
perſwaded him,nort to reiect this ſo extraordinary a fauor 
offered him by the ape in ſo ſpeciall and rareclemency, 
out hurt of his conſcienceliue more 

commodiouſly then ever afore, and bereſtored to his for« 
mer honour,and place,and eſtate : and recouer the former 
Joucand eſtimation of all his friends ; yea and of many

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trangers, who hearing of this his obedienceto his fat!ter, 
would loue him for it , vato which obedience to me ( faith 
the father to his ſonne) thou art bound both by the bond of 
_ nature,and by the law and word of God, whiclr thou (6 
much talkeſt of and vrgeſt to me : therefore, ſaith he,itthere 
| beinthee either ſparke ofnaturall aſfeQion,or any Religi- 
on and conſcience of thy duety , thou wilt yeelde vato me 
inthis, eſpecially ſeeing thou maiſt doe it without hurtor 
endangering of ty conſcienceand Religion, This talke 
and requeſt ofthe Marqueſle diuerſly afteted Calracins : 
for the thing he requeſted, and the reaſons he vrged ſeemed 
to be ſuch, as he could with no good reaſon contradict. 
them ;and yethe durſt notpreſently entertaine themotion: 
beſtdes that,the preſence, authority, and reuerent regard of 
hitler hevebemedicy and afte&ion of his mind, and e- 
ſpecially the naturall bond and obligation, wherein the ſon 
lands tied to thefatherin things lawfull and indifferent(ce 
{pecially when by that obedience no violence is offred to 
good conſcience) all theſe did greatly moue him. Alſo 
naturall and carnall reaſon for their parts, aſſaulted him no 
leſle violently with ſuch kind ofarguments,as for the moſt 
Ib preuatJe with all men. For his father oftred him year- 
y reuvenues,competent and fitfor his eſtate, the ſolace of 
his children,and ſociety of his wife : which two things he 
deſired aboueall otherin the world. So that to this moti- 
on and requeſt of his father the Marqueſle, Galeacins knew 
not well whatto anſwere on the ſudden, but ſtood for a 
time muſing and doubtfull what to ſay and therather, for 
that he then wanted his ſpeciall friend , faithfull Ca/nme , 
with whom he might conſultin ſo waighty a cauſe. It ſec» 
med to [jm impious and vngodly,not to yecld to his father 
in ſolawfull and reaſonablea requeſt, and he ſaw no way 
how he might denic it, but hemuſt needes incurre and vtte 
panoun fathers cxtreame diſpleaſure : and yethow hee 
might yeelde to it with ſafety of conſcience he much doub= 
ted; forhe feared that more danger to his profeſſion and 
Religion,and conſequently more hurt to hus ſoule might

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hereupon inſue, then he could prelently perceive : ſothar 
he ſtood altogether voreſolued in his owne reafon what to 
doe; therefore in this extremity he demied himſelteand re» 


nounced his owne wit, and in humble and fervent prayer 


zetooke himſelfein this difficulty tothe Lielſing and dire». 
on of his God and Savjourgthe author and true fountain 


_ of wiſedomeand conſtancy : humbly craving of the Lord 


to aſh{t him with his holy ſpirit, that in this extreamity hee 
might aduiſc and reſoluc ot the beſt and ſateſt courle, for 
Gods glory and his owne ſound comfort. ( O how avs 
ſung that ſweete finger of //r.e/King Dawid, when he ſaid, 
How happy and bleſſed are they that feare God ,for God will teach 
them the way they ſhouid walke! ) Galracrus tound 1t molt true 
in his owne experience; for vpon this his ſubmiſſion and 
«vin the Lord from heauen reſolued hun in this fort : 
T hat ſeeing the Pope did (Antichrilt-like)direftly oppole 
hamſclfe ro Chriſt , and his Religion and Church; that 
therefore hemightby no meanes ſuc for , or accept any fa» 
uour at his hands, nor be by any meanes beholden to him 
atall, Becauſe what ſhew of ſeruice ſocuer was done to 
him by the enemy of Chriſt, ſeemed to bee taken from 
Chriſt himſclfe. Further, Gods ſpirit perſwaded hun it ca- 
ried foogreat aſhewof Apoſtaſie, or backſliding totor- 
fakethe company of godly profeſſors, and the fellowſhip | 
of Chriſts Churchz and to live among(t Idolaters in the 
midſt of all abuminations. Theſame ſpirit of God fet be» 
fore his eves that (candall and off:nce, which ths fact of 
his would breed ih the minds of the faithfull ; which would 
thinke that he had taken his farewel at Religion, and would 
now ſhake hands again, & rentie his acquaintance with his 
old friend the worlo: that he had lightly elteemed the fpirt- 
tvall ble (ings & heavenly 1ewels of graces, w hich God di-

reſolued him, el:at thus to forſake the ordinary meanes,and

God likes 
wiſe opened h1s eyes,that he perccrved the {[eightof Satan 
by this his tathersa:1te: namely, ro entangle himagaine in 
thenetof worldly cares,to iwiappe hismind inthe ſnarcsof 
Italian pleaſures and (9 to dazle his cies with the honours, 
and pleafures,and (cnſuall delights, which once he had bin 
brought vp ingthat his Religion: might decay by little and 
little, and that all godlineſle might by the heatoftheſe new 
lea(vres, fall and melt away like. as Waxe before the fire: 
and la(tly, the Lord vpon his prayer granted him the wiſe» 
dome ot his holy (pirit,toanſ{iwereal his fathers obietions, 
and confuteall his arguments. And amongſt many other, 
he carneſtly intreated his tather that he would not do that 
vnto him, which afterward hee would repent thateuer hee 
had done : namely ,that he would not be a meanes to make 
him a prey to the Papiſts; which had confirmed fora law, 
andratihed itby many examples, that promiſe, faith, nor 
oath 1s to be kept with any man whom they call heretikes. 
Whereupon,ſfuid he,itis better for me,and more1oy to you, 
toliucas I doe with this pooreeſtate,then with hope of Let- 
terto endangermy life, aud ſo. our whole poſterity. By 
theſe,and ſuch hke perfwalions it pleaſed God fo to worke 
 yponthe Marqueſle; that hee.was'ouercome in this ſure, 
wherein he ſuppoſed:o haue prevaileds and therefore he 
yeelded againit his will : and fo with a iſorrowful! hearthe 
returned to Naples, And as he went, he certified the Pope 
the obſtinacy of his ſunne, and ſothetather and the vncle 
bewailed together theirill ſuccetle,

Vrinthemeane time Galeacius after he had accompa-

Fara: Wherehe was ioyfully receined of Franciſcur Portur , 
anoble and renowned man for learning, and who after- 
wards taught publikely at Genexa many yeares, and read 
the Grecke Lecture with great profit to the audience,and 
praiſe tohimſelfe. This Portus bought Galeacins into ace 
quaintance with the noble Dutches of Ferrara, who cnter- 
tained him honourably: and after much conferrence had 
with him ofthe alteration ofhis Religion, of the ſuccelle of 
his long voyages, and tedious iourncies ; of the Church of 
Genena,of Calne , and of many chiete points of Chriſtian 
eligion; ſhe diſmiſſed him, and left him to his tourney; 
utnot without all courteſies that ſhe could affoord him : 
and namely for one,to relieue the length and tediouſnes of 
| _ - the way, ſhelenthim her owne chariot : and thus Ga/caciua 


Wi_dAl. was conueyedinthe chariot of ſo greata Princeſle as far as 


to the towne of Frenco/ium : from whence having a pleaſant

FE IS wife Via burned in long loue and hearty affe- 
tion toward her lzusband Galeacwes, {o that it cannot 
bevttered how vehemently ſhedefired his company:wher- 
upon ſhee neuer ceaſed writing to him , and intreating 
him toreturne againe to her and his children. But when 
ſhee ſaw her womanly arguments and vaine ſcriblin 
did no good , at laſt hee in all earneſt manner Icfred 
him to meete her in ſome City within the territorie of 
the Venetians, not farre from the kingdome of Naples. 
To this motion Galeacivs yeelded : and thus the husband 
and wife promiſed to meer; but the ends that they aymed at 
werediuers : ſhe hoped by her flattery and faire ſpeeches, 
her teares and lamentations, to winne her husband home 
againe : onthe other ſide he was much more bulie in de- 
 wiſing how he might perſwade:her to deliver her ſelfe out 
_ ofthefilthof Popery,and come and dwell with him. With 
theſe reſolutions they both going forward, ſhee came to 
Fice,to her father inlay the Margueſle. He came from 
Genena to Leſma, a citiein Dalmatia, This Lena is diſtant 
fromYiwn an hundred Italian miies by water; and Rtandeth

ci: but one way it gricued him the more; becauſe the ſ1ght 
and company of them more aftefted him with the abſence 
of his wife; for whoſe ſake and company eſpecially he had 
taken ſo long a1iourney : therefore ſending them ſoone at- 
ter home azaine,he went away ſorowfull to Genera. Where 
he had reſted buta few aates , butanother packet of letters 
came poſting from his wite, beſeeching him not to thinke 
much atherformernegligence, and to vouchſafe once a- 
aine to come to the ſaine place ; where , without all faile, 
he would moſt gladly attend him , and ſolemnly vowed 
with largeproteſtations ſlie would not diſappoint him. The 
- requeſt was very vareaſonable, & it was a ard caſefor Ga- 
leacinsthus to ſpend his time,and wearie hismind and body 
in ſo long and dangerous journies, ahd to ſo little purpoſe 
as hitherto he had. Notwithſtanding, one thing mooued 
him to yeelde euen to this motion alſo : namely, aperſwa- 
fron that he had, that when he firſt forſoke his country, he 
did notfully diſcharge his duety, inlabouring to winne 
his wife tohaue gone with him by explaining to her the 
. Chiefe heads of Chriſtian doQrine, whereby ſhemight pol- 
1bly hate receined ſome taſt,and ſoſhaue taken ſomeliking 
of true Religion: deſiring thereforenow if it were poflible 
to make amends for his former negizzence , he yeeldcd to 
goe. And fo obtayning for his berter ſecurity in going 
and returning , a paſport or ſafe-condu& from the high 
Courtof Rhatia ; he departed from Genewa the ſeuenth of 
March,in the yeare 1558. and came to Laſina in Detmatia, 
oucr agatull 77cam:iwherehe had iggelligencethat the Mar- 
queſle his father, hi; wife, his children, and his vncles ſonne 
(he of whom we heard before) were already come to Yicwm, 
with purpoſe to haue beene by that time at Zeſina with Ga- 
leacins;hutthey could not,by reaſon thata wariner ofFemce 
had broken pronute with them,and dilappointed them: by 
reaſon wh: reof,and of other dangers of the ſea, they could 
notasyet take ([lypping,nor dur venture ouer the water. 


Wherevpon Galeacwms not induting patiently ſo long de- 
layes,rcſolued to goe himſelfe ouer to Views, Such was - 
his 
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his faith in the Lord, and his loue to his friends, that heere- 
ſpeed not tne imminent danger : but conſtantly relied on 
he Lordsproteionz knowing that no fle(hly affeRions 
droue him to his journey , but a fincere Zealeto Gods ho- 
.nour,and the ſoules health of his kinred, and the diſcharg« 
ing of his owneduety vnto themz whereunto he was per- 


ſwaded that hc had a ſpeciall calling.

N Do arriving by Gods mercy on the coaſt of /ray, 
notfarre from Yicww, he gauc intelligence of his ap= 
prochto his father the Marqueſſez who preſently ſenthis 
childrento mectetheir father : and all his retinue toattend 


him into the caſtle; at whoſe entrance, it cannot be ex- 
preſſed how great ioy was in all that houſe and noble fa- 


miliez and how all the Nobles and Gentlemen of his kinred 
and acquaintance reioyced athis returne; and beganne to 
cheere vp their hearts with a new hope which hitherto had 
beene calt dowae and oppreſlecd with griefc and defpaire. 


| Butaboueall other his wife ( Madam YVi&oris) ſurpalledin 


10y andnew concciued delight; hoping ſhe had now re- 
couered her moſt deere Lord and beloued husband,theon- 
ly comfort and the ſweete ſolace of her life. All { but Gale- 
acins ) exceedingly reioyced at this meeting here ; though 
indeed it greatly ioyed his naturall affeion , to enioy the 
company of his friends,ſo many,ſoneere,and ſodeere vnto 
him : yethis ioy was tempered and allayed with a certaine 
doubting feare which ranne in his minde night and ay 
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_heafterward deilt with his wifeinal 
- manner that ſhe would follow him her husband, and delay 
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for the wiſe Gentleman well forefaw , that the Finition of 
that pleaſure was but fo laſt a while , and ſuone would haue 


an end:fortheend of his comminy was not that whuch they 


imagined : «ou day new matters tanne in his heac's 
the conſideration whereof did nota little trouble him. He:: 
hath often ſince diſcourſed vato his friends, that all tote 
dayes heliued in continuall feare, to be {uddenly appre- 
hended, and caſt into ſome blthy priſon; where he {hould 
ſpend his dates in ſangwthing and lamentations, without 
any ſolace of his friends : yea and be vtteily devaried of 
the comfortable reading of Gods holy word. But returne 


to the matter. Art his firſt arrivall hee was entertained 


with much ioy on all ſides, and many cherefu!l countenan- 
ces and kind welcomes. But alas ; within a few daies all 
this mirthand toy was turned into teares and latmentation, 
and vameaſurable griefe : for when once he had opened 
to his father the Marqueſſe his conſtant purpoſe to per- 
ſeuerc in the truth of that Religion hee had begunne to 

rofeſlez and that hee would rather die in the defence 
of it,then be drawen from it 3 then alas, what Þghing, 
what crying , yea what dolefull tamentation did it mouc 
in them all! But then/let the Chriſtian reader judge 


what a troubled ſpirit and wotull heart that good man 


had in this fo fearefull'a combatte betwixt the orace of 
God and his naturull aftetions3 and what a torment it 


* was Vnto him, tofee them all ſo \neere and deere vnto 


him, labour to withdraw him from God;' and toſce his 
conſtancy in Religion ſo to grieuethem , which was the 


Joy of his owne heart. Yet taking vp with himſelfe as 


well as nature could, and Jar; himſelfe in his God, 
louingand yetearne(t 


no longertime, but comeand live with him according as 
the Jaw of God and nature required : which if ſhe would 
doc,he promiſed herliberty of her conſcience and Religi- 
on,tolueas ſhe would. Bur for his owne part, he told her a- 
forchand,as (hc ſhould after find; namely,that he yas fixm- 
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"Hereſolncd olive and diein that Religion , which(by the 
hand of God leading him) hee had vadertaken yz and for 
the which he had forſake countrey,kinred , and all thoſe 

excellent and comlortuble bleſſings of this life, which God 
hadgiuen him. Here Ileaucittothe reader,but eſpecially to 
the harts of fuch women,as being wines,do truely louetheir 
husbands,to iudge with what {obs and heart-breaking the 
ſilly Gentlewoman heard theſe words of her husband, 
whom ſhe now ſaw paltall hope to be perſwaded to ſtay 
with henwhich ſhe deſired abouecall worldly things, Yet 
it appears it was butin meerecarnal and worldly reſpetts, 
as the conſequent ſhewed : for though ſhe loued him and 
deſired his company nener ſo much; yet beeing a wile, 
worldly, wilful}, and indeed a right Papilt, ſhe anſwered 
him plainely(though with many ceares) that (he would ne+ 
uer go with lim to Cenexa , norto any other place, where 
was any other Religion, butthat of Rome; & that ſhe would 
not line with Im as long as he was intangled with thoſe hee 
relics(as l!:2 called them)wherby it appeares that ſhe was a 
carnall pol;tike Papiſt. She Jonea him, but where? in /taty 3 
and chere would ling with him, but notat Gererratand why? 
for in /ta/y hemight aduance her to the ftate of a Marchio- 
neſle;in Genexa he could not: there ſhe mightliuewitk him 

- alife ful ofal dehghtszbut in Genexua ahard,baſe,& obſcure 
life,and ſubte&tto many outward dangers and nuſeries, In 
which reſpects it was that the was ſo inſtant vpo hun toltay 

with her. But the concluſion was; herdelire was toenioy 

him & tay both :but rather then ſhe would leaue /ray and 
the delicacies therof, ſhe choſe plainely to forſake him; & to 
withdraw theduty ofa wife from him, For it may innocafe 
be omitted(which afterward hee impaited £o ſore his ins 
ticreſtand moſt inward friends) that (hce-cuen then and 
there, denied him that duetie which a wife: is bound to 
yeceld to her husband by the law of God and nature : that 
35, ſhe would by no meanecs give. him due beneuolence, 
nor conſent to he with him, as man and wife { ad: gave 
this reaſon 3 that ſhee was expreſly forbidden of her 
L'Y ___ Confellor, 
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Confeſlor,vnder paine of excommunication, becauſche 
was an heretike. Where behold Popiſh Religion whatit 
is,thatcan ſeparate man and wife for diſparity in Religions 
and can diſcharge men and womenfrom thoſe dueties of 
marriage with which God hath charged them. How this 
monſtrous vnakindnes and vawomanly anſwer pierced his 

heart,let any Chriſtian man iudge, whom God hath hono« 
redtobeanhusband. Yet heouercame and euen deuou- 
red all theſe tormenting griefes, and beare them with anin- 
uincible conſtancy and -quietnes of mind. Yet he purpoſed 
not to-beare ſo greatan iniury for cuer, but to hs cand 
Buy it ifit were prey : and therefore he further procee- 
ded 'with her,and openly and plainely denounced to her, 
that vnlefle ſhe would yeeld him that matrimoniall duety , 
whichby Gods law ſhe ought : namely, to catc,and lic,and 
livewith him it would be a cauſe to make him ſue out a di- 
uorceagainſt her,and ſo procure a finall ſeparationz which 
if ſhe were the cauſe of, ſhe might thanke or rather blame. 
her ſelfe, who withdrew her necke from that yoke of duety 
towards him which. marriagerequired,and which he for his 


par ſaid, he would heuer have doneto her, though her Re» | 


igion was (o farre differing from his. Yet notwithſtan- 


| gh ſaid,that ſhe firſt refuſing him , hee had then juſt

he ſpake ſo) but onely did it to fearc her, and ſo 1n teare 
hereofto make her yeeld vnto him.

me (oe erſon a priſoner to Popiſh cruelty j theres 
fore they ceaſed notto pray for him night andday :avd 
"Ni for all that they feared greatly what would become of 
im. Butwhennow at Iaft they faw him returne, both 
| foundin conſcience, and (afein perſon ;/& ſuch a glorious 
*conquerer over Satan , and oner ſo many ſtrong temptati- 
ons with which the world and naturall affetions had af- 
failed him : their feare was turned into comfort , theirſor- 
pv into ioy,and they all glorified the Lord for him. And

the Lord for him, But when he Pe diſcourſt vnto them 
particularly the whole courſe of the proceedings : fir(t, 
what a ſtrong battry of temptations and aſlaults the diucl! 
and the world had planted againſt him, then how manfully 
he fought and withſtood, and atlaſt overcame them all ; 
they fell intoadmiration ofſo rare conſtancy, and thought

ler bim,and crowne him wit h honour : and in another place, 
ha that truſtetb inthe Lord ſball never be confounded, And thus 


_ theChurchreceiued a double benefit by him : for firſt, his 


practiſe was an example vnto them all of a moſt extraore 
dinary and heavenly conſtancy in the love and profeſſion 
oftriie Religion 1 ſeeondly , the merciful dealing of the 

Lord with Nin , Was a notable confirmation of their faith, 
and an encouragement to them to perſevere and (land 
to the truth, with aſliiratice that the Lord himſelfe would

Where aftera few yeares 
he beganto find in him(elfe ſome reaſons which perſwaded 
him to thinke itneedefull for him to live in the eſtate of 
marriage :and therefore having thus long waited and ex» 
| pected a more wiſe and duetiful anſwerfrom his wife j and 
perceiving by her not anſwering, that ſhe ſtill perſiſted in 
that monſtrous and;vnnatural wilfulnes, which her blinded 
Popiſh mind bad formerly vndertaken by the perſwaſton 
ofher blindand Popiſh guides 5 he therefore purpoſed 
to take ſuch courſefor his remedie, as by the law ot God 
and his Church ſhould in that caſe Keme allowable: 
namely, to be divorced from her z who for her part had 
broken the bond and vntied the knot of matrimonie, And 
firſt ofall he imparted his mind and purpoſeto M. Ca/zine, 
and craued his godly and wholſyme counſel ina caſc of fo 
great importance.

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for him to marry. Holy Caine as hewasa man indued 
fromGod with tharpeneſle of judgement, and a wiſe and 
diſcerning ſpirit: ſo he foreſaw plainely.that many would 
ſpeake ewll of the fat , others would take offence at it, 
ſome would plainely condemne it, and ſpeakeecuill of Re- 


ligior: forit; and the rather becauſe(as he truely ſaid) very 


few did rightly conceiue the full truth in the dorine of di- 
uorcement : but feweſt of all would or could know the. 
whole circumſtance of this particular fact. Helikewile 
wiſely conſidered that the like preſident was fſeldome_ 
ſeenc,eſpecially in the /ralian Church , whereof this Gen- 
tleman was aprincipallmember, and of ſpeciall account, 
both for his nobility, birth,and deſcent, and for his zealous 
louetoReligion. All which conſiderations, with divers 


other,madereuerend Calvine not too eaſily to ſubſcribe to 


this purpoſe and motion of Gaiarins, Notwithſtanding,

and good conſcience, with arguments which he ſaw and. 
confeſſed he could nat ſufficiently anſwerey therefore left

of ſuch moment,and of ſo great conſequence, it was requi- 
ſite) and then ſet downe their 1udgements in the matter, 
and the reaſons mouing them thereuntoz he promiſed that 
he would alſo ſubſcribe vato them, and moſt willingly 
yeelde vntohim, what liberty ſoeuerthey did allow him: - 
alwaies prouided , that he alſo ſhould ſubmit himſelfe vnto 
their cenſure, and ſtand to the triall of their judgements in 


this caſe. Galeacins moſt wing yeelded hereunto, 


as who deſired nothing , but that which the Lord by his 
word,and by the voyce of his Church, ſhould allow vnto

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he cauſed letters to be drawen and'\ſent to Zurich, Berne,and 
other the Churches of Switzerland; opening the whole cir - 
cumſtance of thematter , and expounding the caſe ye 
and fully; and humbly craued the 11:dgement ofthe Church 
in acaſe of conſcience (o great and doubtfull, The chiefe 
Preachersand moſtlearned Divines yeelced to his honeſt 
and godly requeſt,and aflcmbled about it : the matter was 
 muchandlongdebated, and argued atlargeon both ſtdes : 
and after mature deliberation, and ſufficent conſultation 
had yit wasconcluded and agreed on by themall with one 
conſent, that he might with ſafe conſcience,depart from 
that wife , which had firſt of all on her owne part broken 
the bond, and diſſolued the marriage knot : and for the 
proofe of this their opinion, many cauſes and reaſons were 
alledged and laid downe out ot the Scriptures, Fathers, 
Councels,andout of the Ciuil law, whichis the law almoſt 
ofal countries in Chriſtendome. All which(both their con+ 
clafons & their reaſons) were put in writing, and are regi- 
ſtred and ſafelyrecorded ; and are kept to this day ready 
to be ſhewed to whomſocuer and whenſoeuer necde ſhall 
ſorequire : for it was thought good by the Church ſo in 
doe; both for that the caſe was extraordinary , and woultl _ 
befiniſterly ſpoken of, and cenſured by many 3 who knew + 
notſufficiently how itſtood : and eſpecially for the pre- 
nenting ofany ſlander or cauill , which the enemies nught 
obie& againſt ourReligion,

And herein hee 
tooke that courſe, which generally men in the world take, 
notzfor in his choice hereſpected not ſo much wealth, birth 
nor beauty, but onely to find a fit companion of hiv life, and 
ſfucha one, as with whom he mightlead that which remai- 
ned of his life,in a comfortable contentment,in tranquillity 
of mindeand peace of conſcience that fo hee might the 
more cheerefvllyſerue the Lord,and waite for the comming 
of Ieſas Chriſt.

eares of age. All which circumſtances Ga/eacins well ob- 
Keniog:Serabt her a fit and convenient wifefor him : and 
ſo with the conſent and liking of other his good-triends, he 
tookeher to wife , and married herthe {1xteenth day of Ja. 
nuary,inthe yeare 1560.andin the three and fortieth yeare 
ofhis age; and they lived together many yeares after with 
much comfort one ofanother, & 1n an excellent agreement, 
being both of the ſame Religion,and of one mind} alwaies 
drawing inone yoke, and bearing one burden; diuiding it 
betwixt other it was ioy or ſorrow: ſo that the vn- 
vietnes of his life paſt, was now recompenced with a hfe 
ull ofall contentment; and ſo louing her, and being truely 
 louvedofher,they ſpent their dates in all mutuall comfort, 
ſolacing themſeclues in their quiet and priuatelife, and ioy- 
ing inthe mutuall fajithfulnes and loyalty which one per.
